“They have got enough on me to 
hange me, if they knew it,” Fitchevrt 
is said to have declared when the fel- 
low prisoners ‘remonstrated with him 
for nervousness and constant pacing 
of the cell, which kept them from 
sleeping at night or getting much rest 
in the day, they stated. 

Fitchett was in Hamilton county 
jail, in Chattansoga,.on a 
charge at the time, his cell 
being Gilbert Owensby and 
sSwanzer, !

Washington, March 
(United News.) —A 
break between the Russian and 
Pekin governments was fore- 
seen tonight, following reliable 
reports that the northern Chi- 
nese militarists plan to hold as 
hostages: Madame Borodin, wife 
of the soviet adviser to the rebel 
nationalist Chinese goyernment, 
and three other soviet couriers. 

Despite two sharp diplomatic 
protests by the Russian ambas- 
sador at Pekin, the Chinese au- 
thorities at Tsinanfu were report- 
ed determined to hold Madame 
Borodin until the end of the 
Chinese civil war. She con- 
sidered by her captors ‘‘an in- 
strument to be used in the set- 
tlement of the war,” according 
to the advices.

:: MRS. THORNWELL JACOBS RETURNS THIS WEEK - :: 


Writes of Glamor of East 


The glamor of India and interesting 
spots touched here and there on her 
trip around the world are briefly otit- 
lined in a letter to Atlanta friends 
from Mrs. Thornwell Jacobs, wife of 
the president of Oglethorpe univer- 
sity. 

Mrs. Jacobs’ letter was written and 
mailed in Bombay, India, on February 
9, and before she had learned of the 
illness of her husband, who is at Wes- 
ley Memorial hospital. At the time 
her letter was written Mrs. Jacobs 
wrote that she “expected to open the 
home here on September 1 and, can 
hardly wait to see my friends.” 

Upon learning of Dr. Jacobs’ illness, 
however, she, made arrangements to 
return earlier, and cabled to Atlanta 
friends that she, would sail aboard the 
Aquitania on March 9. The liner 


will arrive in New York. Wednesday | 


and Mrs. Jacobs probably will be in 
Atlanta the latter part of this week. 


Mrs. Jacobs’ interesting letter fol- 
lows: 

“If you will excuse this penman- 
ship (as I am on a train running be- 
tween Delhi, India, and Bombay), I 
will endeavor to give you .a bit of a 
resume of every trip, which you can 
use for your paper, if you so desire, 
for no one else has it. You might 
think that the many days spent at 
sea would be conducive of letter writ- 
ing, but not so—someone coming to 
your room every minute for you to do 
this or that; someone chatting on 
deck. You do not get a minute to 
yourself until so late at night that 
you are too tired to move. Life 
aboard ship is very interesting—many 
individual parties; many general ones. 

“Years ago I thought that moon- 
light on the Mediterranean was the 
most wonderful thing imaginable, but 
I think moonlight on the southern 
seas can go it one better—and you 
can readily understand the ship's doc- 
tor. who quotes to one fair lady after 
another ; 


“*Moonlight and thee 
The radiant stars 

Over the glistening sea, 4 
In all this world ww 
Just you and me.’ Gf 
Beginning of Cruise. 


“We sailed out of New York harbor 
at midnight the evening of October 
14 with confetti linking us to those 


on shore until the link was broken 
and we were seeing friends for the 
last time in many moons. The band 
was playing, and I can never describe 
the absolutely lost feeling of being 
alone on a big ship with not a friend 
near or anyone who loves you. 

“The first few days were rather 
nightmares. Rough sea: knowing no 
one. Our first stop was Havana, Cuba, 
a most truly Latin country, with the 
patio to every home—the first, sec- 
ond, third and fourth-class weddings. 
The noise and turmoil made you 
think you were in Venice on Saint 
Mark's square at night. 

“After a short stay here we steamed 
out of the harbor again, and in the 
Caribbean sea encountered one of the 
worst storms ever known at sea—a 
real hurricane. For one whole day the 
ship could not go on, but merely tosse 
ed about at random. 

“We dropped anchor at Colon and 
then entered the Panama canal, sailed 
over Gatun lake and arrived in a 
downpour of rain at Panama City. 

“This was a very interesting stop 
and dinner at the Union club with 
Major Murphy, an old friend, most 
interesting—a Spanish club where the 
highest class Spaniard and the Ameri- 
can officers meet as friends. Every- 
where you saw marks of Uncle Sam 
and the splendid sanitary conditions 
that always follow when the United 
States takes hold. 

“One week on our good old ship 
brought us to Los Angeles, the place 
of handsome homes, owned by the 
motion picture heroes and heroines. 
We visited the Universal film studio 
and saw just how Lon Chaney, in 
“The Hunchback of Notre Dame,” 
made the picture of himself balancing 
on top of the cathedral just a few 
feet above ground. 


Marvels at “Thrills.” 


“It is marvelous. how they can put 
the thrill into it all when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, there is no thrill at all 
in the making. 

“San Francisco! You and everyone 
else is familiar with it. Just a flour- 
ishing, up-to-date, progressive west- 
ern city. After a day and night tnere 
picking up passengers we really set 
sail due west away from home for 
that wonderfully beautiful garden

at Hilo and visited the very active 
Kilauea, and at Honolulu went in

Visiting in Japan. 

“We visited Kaurakura, where .the 
great BuddWa is.- Also Nékko, a Jap- 
anese summer resort, in the 
mountains,. where the temple of 
Nara is, and the beautiful deer 
park. Thence to Mymoshita, an- 
other very beautiful summer resort, 
and Kyoto and Kobe, where we re- 
joined the ship.

GIANT CRAB OF JAPAN 
HAS HIGH FOOD VALUE 


BY DR. DANIEL R. HODGDON. 

A food that is growing rapidly in 
favor in this country is crab meat, 
from the giant crab of Japan. This 
particular kind of crab is canneJ and 
shipped to the United States in large 
quantities. 

When it is put up under proper 
conditions it is without question an 
excellent food and one of the best 
types of crab meat to be obtained. 

Fishing for these crabs is done by 
dredges, which collect them from the 
bottom. of the sea. 

The claws grow to enormous sizes. 
The meat obtained from the claws is 
pure white, shot through with brilliant 
red fibers. It has a general texture 
and color resembling “somewhat the 
meat of lobsters, but the flavor is

It is interesting and comforting to 
know that this particular sea, creature, | 
although a scavenger like our domestic | 
crab, lives at such.a depth in the ocean | 
that it has small opporttinity to be- 
come contaminated with germs of un- 
desirable types, as do our ordinary 
crabs obtained from places where there | 
is a drainage. 

This crab meat is sweet, clean, ten- 
der and wholesome. It is packed in 
Japan under a rigid system of inspec- 
tion by the Japanese government. The 
food is particularly valuable because 
of its iodine content. The normal| 
intake of iodine into the system is 
about one-hundredth of a grain. The 
thyroid gland contains about one-sev- 
enth of a grain of iodine. 

Serious conditions arise in the hu- 
man system when this iodine content 
is lowered. The daily requirement 
can only be supplied by a diet which 
‘contains food comparatively rich in 
iodine. The erab is one of these foods. 
In truth, crab meat stands practically 
at the top of the list of foods contain- 
ing iodine, a fact that makes crab

meat salad a valuable accessory to the 
diet 

Crab meat contains much phosphor- 
ous. It has a favorable stimulating 
effect upon certain glands and organs 
of the system. Crab meat is found 
io have about 10 per cent of albumin, 
less than 1-2 per cent of fat and about 
1 per cent of carbohydrates,.A pound 
of crab meat contains nearly 500 calo- 
ries. of food value. 

Phosphorous influences the assimila- 
tion of Jime, which is equally neces- 
sary to the system. The crab fur- 
nishes a fair quantity of lime, and 
where phosphorous enters the system 
the lime is more easily made use of 
by the body.

«Impressions of the fingers of the 
alleged slayer of the noted sleuth on 
the light bulb are on file in the offices 
of the local police identification bu- 
reau here and were developed by Cap- 
tain Jeff Wright. Of course there is 
a possibility that the fingerprints will 
not correspond because the bulb may 
have been handled by other members 
of the murder plot or a maid in the 
hoiel hours before the crime.

Fitchett Weakens.

Fitchett was returned to Chattanoo- 
ga after going before the grand jury 
but will be returned here to stand 
trial.

commission. 

‘The first meeting of the commission 
will take place early next week, fol- 
lowing the arrival of John H. Dillon. 
Pacifie coast appointee. 

Two members of the commission, 
O. H. Caldwell, of New York, and 
E. O. Sykes, of Mississippi, are al- 
ready in Washington and have com- 
menced con” 2nces relating to the 
work of the new body. H. A. Bel- 
lows, of Minnesota, will arri® later 
in the week. Rear Admiral W. H. 
G.- Bullard, chairman of the com- 
mission, is in China and will return 
next month. ‘The other members of 
the commission will go ahead with- 
out awaiting his arrival. 

Can Get Along. 

While no funds are available for 
the’ commission it will be possible to 
get-along by means of the offer of Sec- 


retary of Commerce Hoover to furnish 
office space and loan clerical help. 
Members of the commission will re- 
ceiye no salaries until congress con- 
venes in December, at which time they 
wilt get their back pay in a lump sum. 

Inasmuch as the department of com- 
merce is to be the administrative 
agency to put into effect the policies 
decided upv. by the new commission 
the appropriation situation is not so 
serious as might otherwise be the case. 
Ample funds “for the radio division of 
the department of commerce are avail- 
able, 


Divisions Separated.

Often a by-pass 
condenser becomes punctured: to*test 
use a C battery and pair of phones. 
in the event you hear a click it should 
be replaced with one of correct size. Be 
sure it is the mica type and ‘not 
paper. The contact springs in the 
sockets may be bad; clean them with 
a penknife or piece of sandpaper. Jack 
springs are often the cause of a noisy 
set; they become bent and do not 
make perfect contact. There are many 
causes of interference which you may 
find in your set by giving it a very 
ood inspection. 

Above all. see that the B batteries 
are not weak. This will cause the set 
to become noisy. Bad contacts on the 
storage battery, a sulphated storage 
battery, broken wires leading to set. 
storage A needs water, probably re- 
charged. If you use a trickle charger 
vou will find your set will work much 
better, if ocensionally you have so 
hattery charged at a higher woah 
or. as we term it, a “hot charge.”’ ty 
will help also to keep the battery in 
perfect condition.

NO REVISION NEEDED 


FOR GEORGIA LAW CODE 


wn ee ~~ 


No revision of the law code of Geor- 
gia is forthcoming as a result of the 
United States supreme court decision 
made in the case of Tumey versus the 
state of Ohio declaring unconstitution- 
al local fee courts wherein the judge's 
pay is dependent upon the conviction 
of law violators. 

This was the opinion advanced here 
by Acting Attorney General T. R. 
Gress Saturday when apprised of the 
Washington dispatch which desdribed 
the laws of Ohio as erring most flag- 


rantly in that direction but stating 
also that some revision of the law 
codes of Georgia, Kentucky, Nebraska, 
Arkansas and North 
be necessary because of  siggilar 
statutes to those found in the code of 
Ohio to violate.the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution. 

"So far as I can find, Georgia does 
not hate such a Jaw. and for that rea- 
son would be unaffected by te su- 
preme Court decision as [ understand 
it,’ Mr. Gress stated. The acting at- 
torney general remarked that while it 
may be true in some sections of the 
state that authorities will collect 
money from automobile speeders in 
leu of their appearing in court. such 
practice, if it does exist, is illegal. 

Aceording to a dispatch from Jack- 
son, Miss., it was intimated that a 
radical change in the law code of 
Mississippi might ensue as a result 
of the decision made in the Tumey 
versus Ohio case by the first court in 
the land and that a revision of the 
laws affected would probably be made 
at the next meeting of the Mississippi 
legislature.

One of the most interesting exhibits 
of the work of a single artist ever 
seen in the south is now showing at 
the High Museum of Art, on Peach- 
tree at Fifteenth street. A collection 
of the oils and water colors of Frank 
Townsend Hutchens, of New York, is 
being viewed by local art lovers there 
all this week. ‘The exhibition: open- 
ed last Friday with an invitation pre- 
view for members of the local art as- 
sociation and friends. 

Privileged to sit in the galleries one 
day last week and study the canvases, 
while Mr. Hutchens quietly talked 
about the eirecnmstances of the execu- 
tion of each different work, the session 
developed into a saturation of the 
spirit in the warm colorings of Tu- 
nisia, where many of the paintings 
were made, and in the counter-balanc- 
ing sternness of the other pictures of 
New England.and the Massachusetts 
coast. 

It is a wonderful collection which 
Mr. Hutchens has created. As you 
enter the doorway into the rear room 
at the right of the museum entrance, 
there is a great canvas facing you, be- 
neath soft indirect lighting. It is a 
corner in Tunis, with arabesqued walls 
and mystery shrouded backgrounds. 
But, in the foreground, stands the 
heroic figure of a Spahi, one of the 
native troopers under the French tri- 
color. He wears a long searlet robe 
and the brilliant coloring startles the 
eye, just as similar blotches of primi- 
tive color meet the vision of the stroll- 
er through the streets of Tunis itself, 
the modern Bagdad. 

Portrait of Tayeb. 


In the expression of this Spahi is 
condensed all the supreme indiffer- 
ence of the soul, superior to its life 
environment, but resigned to the point 
where content has replaced the irk- 
ings of impossible ambition. 

At vour right, there is another pic- 
ture of an Arab. This is ““Tayeb,” a 
portrait of the man who was guide, 
friend and counsellor to Mr. Hutchens 
during the months he spent with his 
easel in Tunis. Tayeb, you see at 
once, is a gentleman, a_ philosopher 


and a scholar. The type of man who. 
irrespective of race, you value as a 
friend, respect as a comrade and re- 
vere _as_ thinker. “Princely” and 
“scholarly,” are the only adjectives 
that fit the face and expression of 
Taveb. 

Then there is a smaller picture of 
Bedouin woman and child; a canvas 
showing a courtyard of a home, with 
the windows of the harem overlook- 
ing the purple shadowed archways, and 
with a great splash of golden sunlight, 
shining through the courtyard gate, 
transfiguring its portion of the world 
into a basilisk of figured gold. Many 
of the frames for these Tunisiau pic- 
tures were made in Africa, the carving 
being hand work by Arabian crafts- 
men. 

But new, Jook at that canvas to 
the left. . It is one of the finest ex- 
amples of the rugged Massachusetts 
coast you ever saw. ‘The stolid rocks, 
standing unconsciously immobile 
through all the passionate pounding 
of the age-old breakers of the Atlan- 
tic. The sea is calm in the picture, 
but there is a sullen sense of im- 
pending fury,@straining at its bonds, 
which holds you fascinated as 
gaze, 

Then there is a little harbor scene, 
on another canvas, painted at St. 
Trope, on the French riviera. The 
peaceful ‘fishing boats, swinging in a 
row at anchor, seem to rest and bask 
in the quiet warmth of the Mediter- 
ranean summer, as the tiny white- 
caps of the rippling waves break 
against their homely planks. 

In Many Exhibitions. 


In another room are the water col- 
ors, striking examples of the work of 
a masterhand in a difficult medium. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hutchens live at Sil- 
vermine, a delightful spot about 40 
miles from New York, near Green- 
wich. The Hutchens live in an old 
red mill, standing on the bank of a 
singing stream, which they have made 
into a comfortable home,

Campaign tor New Charter 


The citizens’ charter committee, 
which was organized in 1925 for the 
purpose of having a modern charter 
drawn for Atlanta, has recently elect- 
ed new officers and prepared plans 
for carrying on a campaign which it 
expects will result in adopting 4 
council-manager form of government 
for the. city. 

Headquarters have been opened at 
555 Candler annex and leaflets 2@1- 
plaining the charter have been pub- 
lished.. Edgar Neely is head of the 
speakers’ bureat. and expects to pro- 
vide speakers for all meetings when 
called upon. 

Horace Russell, chairman of the 
newly elected executive committee, has 
announced that the executive commit 
tee will meet at an early date to per- 
fect ward organizations and to increase 
the committee. 

A city election on the charter is 
expected to take place sometime duriag 
the spring, but the date is uncertain 
because of the fact that the election 
is to be called on an initiative petition 
and according to the law the election 
must be called by council within 30 
days after the presentation of the pe- 
tition. The petition was signed last 
September and is in the hands of the 
citizens’ charter committee having be2n 
checked with the registration lists and 
found to be adequate for calling the 
election. 

The charter must be submitted as-it 
is drawn, as any change would in- 
validate the petition. The charter 
was filed, according to law, with the 
city clerk just prior to the signing of 
the petition. 

Sees Efficient Rule. 

The committee dves not think that 
the charter will suit any one person 
100 per cent, but it does believe that 
it embodies the main lines shown to 


b: necessary for a modern system of 
government, and that al’ reasonable 
persons will be satisfied with it upon 
examination, Mr. Russell said. Char- 
ters may be obtaired from the commit- 
tec headquarters.

A president in office, being the official 
head of his party, not only has no 
hesitancy about saying. what his party 
Should do, but frequently takes the 
Initiative as a matter of course—as 
Roosevelt, when he was president, 
named Taft. But not so Wilson in 
1920. Not only did Wilson refrain 
from saying whom he thought should 
be nominated; he maigtained an at- 
titude frigid and silencing to those 
who might have consulted him, who 
had an official prerogative for con- 
sulting him.

As these vary 
the psychology and practices of a 
people they vary the moralities and 
efficacies of -its literature. 


The libraries of the nations are 
crowded with the writings of the 
ages, but the smallest percentage of 


them are in the catalog of the world’s 
permanent literature. They are at- 
tractive only to futile bibliophiles 
and searchers for the curiosities of 
authors long passed from public es- 
teem, 


What ought most to concern the 
curious is the problem of what con- 
stitutes the literature of our day and 
what is its current influence upon the 
life streams of the people. 

Many serious and competent crit- 
ics hold that we have as yet no dis- 
tinctive American literature, but only | 
an accumulation and constant ef- 
fusion of writings that are little bet- 
ter and scarcely more enduring than 
the reports of current events in the 
daily newspapers. They say most of 
our histories and biographies are in 
lines of political propaganda, most of 
Our €ssays of commercial flavor, and 
most of our fiction frivolous and fag 
from edifying.

Our Greater Literary Lights. 

We have had our intellectual fir- 
mameént illumined in the past by a 
few great lights and some of them 
reached planetary permanence. Among 
them it is easy to name Irving, Haw- 
thorne, Emerson, Bryant, Poe, Long- 
fellow, Holmes and Lowell, Bancroft 
and Whitman—enough in number 
and products to establishe a literature 
for a settled people. 

Shakespeare and Milton gave fixa- 
tion to the literature of England; all 
writings in that island nation since 
have been subnormal to their stand- 
ards. What passes for literature in 
England in these times it would be 
sacrilege to put upon the same shelves 
with their immortal works. In like 
way, it would be near blasphemy to 
associate the present day so-called 
“literature” of our country in the 
same alcove with the works of the 
eminent Americans named above. 

We have had and hare now writers 
ambitious to create literature. They 
have given us works that were praised 
upon their emission as literature, but 
their outputs have not persisted as!

Editor Constitution: A day or so

None Punished. 

Out of all these whippings which are 
of common knowledge to citizens of 
Lyons and Vidalia not one,man con- 
nected with the affairs has been pun- 
ished. Seven indictments against six 
men were returned at the last session 
of the grand jury, but the men have 
not been tried and the report giv- 
en about them is that nobody has been 
indicted against whom there is any 
real evidence, 

Now while this series of whippings 
was held up as an example in Toombs 
county of how punishment. could be 
meted out ‘to allezed offenders against 
the “moral laws’’ without any. legal 
procedure of any kind, quite a dif- 
ferent kind of activity was brewing 
across the line in Treutlen county. 

Treutlen county is a new county and 
Soperton is a new town, this county 
being carved out of old Montgomery 
county. In this “neck of the woods” 
even in the Montgomery county days, 
an element was in power known as the 
“whisky crowd” and since the creation 
of the new county they have continued 
to hold enough influence virtually to 
defy the law. 

Editor Flanders, a little, nervous 
man who weighs less than 100 pounds, 
came into the community nine years 
ago from Swainsboro, His wife is 
the daughter of a Swainsboro editor 
and both he and his wife were reared 
in the newspaper business. Editor 
Flanders was opposed to illegal whisky 
selling in the community and said as 
in his newspaper. Some three 
years ago he wrote an editorial which 
was construed to be a thrust at Crosby 
Williams, a Soperton merchant, Wil- 
liams resented the editorial and in an 
afiray with Flanders shot the editor. 
He was later tried and convicted and 
served a sentence of about one year, 
being recently pardoned. But this 
shooting was an independent incident 
and had no connection with the recent 
attack on Flanders. But the shooting 
weakened Flanders to a point where 
he was and is*nothing but an invalid 
and was hardly able to walk prior to 
the recent flogging. 

Flanders’ Editorials. 

In the issue of his paper of Feb 
ruary 18, Editor Flanders printed ua 
two-column editorial in which he coa- 
demned “a crime ware,” which he 
referred to as general throughout the 
entire country.

Wheat feeds: 
wheat feeds increased about per 
cent during the week, according to 
trade estimates of flour production 
in the United States. Demand for 
both bran and middlings, however, 
continued of only moderate volume, 
and the market became slightly easier 
as larger offerings became available. 
While some few mills, particularly at 
Buffalo. were reported to be short on 
feed orders, Jast week's prices were 
well maintained. Bran and middlings 
prices, however, are from $4 to $5 
per ton higher than at this time last 
vear, while feed grains and many 
other feeds are but little higher than 
last vear. 

The difference in price is probably 
responsible in part for the limited de- 
mand for wheat feeds.

New York, March 9.—Just when it seemed that the 1927 major 
league season was destined to be little more than a background for old 
stars in new uniforms, a number of managers whose pay rolls are not 
encumbered with whitewashed antiques have come out flatly in favor of 


younger and better ball players. 

This rather radical announcement o 
youth preferred comes from represea- 
tattives of widely divergent managerial 
schools—Miller Huggins, for example, 
and Joe McCarthy. It finds an eco 
among the newcomers, Dan Howley 
and Bili Carrigan. It is met with 
scornful indifference by Carnelius M-- 
Gillieuddy and John McGraw. 

Age, when compined with class, is 
highly respected in the ivory marts. 
The rookie, in the flush of youth, may 
curl a contemptuous lip as the old- 
timer hobbles painfully about in April, 
but by September the veteran is bit- 
ting .380 and making shoe-string 
catches and the busher is reading 
about them in the Bingville Bugle. 

Moreover, the primary purpose cf 
big league baseball being to make 
money for the owners of the 16 clubs, 
it must be considered that it is the 
old-timers who draw the cash cus- 
tomers. 

Old Favorites Desired. 

The hero-worshippers who make the 
turnstiles click want their old familiar 
fayorites to applaud. The fans want 
to see “stunt” baseball and a perfec- 
tion of performance which comes only 
with years of big league experience. 

The other side of baseball is win- 
ning games. Compared with present- 
ing a spectacle such as Babe Ruth 
and his homers, or Ty Cobb and Tris 
Speaker in their new coats of calci- 
mine, the bald business of winning 
ball games is not in it as a money- 
maker. But the latter strategy for 
separating the customer and his cash 
has its place in the national pastime, 
and it is with this in mind that a nu‘n- 
ber of managers have decided to step 
boldly out and inject youth into their 
lineups. 

Instead of putting too much de- 
pendence upon his veteravs, Joe Mc- 
Carty, who has no stars on his bail 
club anyhow, is going to go in for 
youngsters this season. 

“I know I am going to be accused 
of taking a chance,” said the Cubs 
pilot, who kept a_ potential eighth 
place club in the first division last 
year. “But all my pitchers are iv 
their twenties and I’m glad of it.” 

uggins Conservative. 

Miller Huggins, always a conserva- 
tive in such matters and hitherto given 
to favoring veterans, tried three young: 
sters in higg infield last season with 
success, and tame out this winter with 
announcement that he wanted lots 
more kids on his Yankees. 

“I know it’s a change in policy for 
me,” said the midget manager, who, 
having Babe Ruth purchased for him 
by the genial Colonel Ruppert, does 
not need to worry about a ‘ox office

GERMANS SEEK 
IST DAVIS CUP 
IN 13 YEARS 


New York, March 12.—Germany 
has challenged once more for the Davis 
cup, recalling the drama which sur- 
rounded the match between the Ger- 
man tennis team and the Australasians 
at Pittsburgh on the eve of the world 
war. 

Since that last match in July, 1914, 
which was concluded only a few hours 
before the declaration of hostilities 
called th> German players home to 
the colors, Germany has been barred 
from international tennis competition 
with her war-time enemies. , 

Thirteen years ago, the second Ger- 
man tennis team ever to take part 
in the Davis cup came to the United 


States and met the Australasians in a 
preliminary round at Pittsburgh. Led 
by the gréat Wilding, who later was 
to die on the battlefield, the Australas- 
ian team won easily and went on to 
defeat the British Isles in straight 
matches at Boston, and to carry away 
the Davis cup after defeating the 
United States in a desperately con- 
tested challenge round at Forest 
Hills. 

While the Germans were playing 
their match, storm clouds were rapid- 
ly closing over Europe. The players 
were aware that the tragedy at Sara- 
jevo inevitably would be followed by 
war. They spent anxious moments 
cabled reports of develop- 
ments, and sailed immediately for 
home to get into field grey uniforms 
when their defeat by the Antipodeans 
was followed alomst immediately by 
word that war had been declared. 

Now Germany has been restored 
to good standing in the international 
Lawn Tennis federation and has been 
reinstated to eligibility for Davis cup 
play by a two-thirds vote of her war-| 
time enemies. 

The German challenge of 1927 was 
accompanied by a request that Ger- 
mnany be drawn in the European zone, 
and it is not expected that the team 
will develop sufficient strength in its 
first year to survive preliminary com- 
petition. Accordingly, the Germans 
probably will not be seen in the Unit- 
ed States this year. 

Should they succeed in reaching 
the finals, however, the Germans 
would have to come to this country 
and meet the winners in the Ameri- 
can zone, at Longwood or .German- 
town. If the French decidé@ to play 
in the American zone, there is a pos- 
sibility of a dramatic match between 
the former enemy nations, fought out 
this time on the tennis courts. 

In addition to Germany, three other 
nations filed Davis cup challenges this 
week,

RECORD RUN MADE 
BY NEW ESSEX COACH 


An average of more than a mile a 
minute—61.7 miles an hour, to be ex- 
act—was achieved by a_ standard 
Essex Super-Six coach in a continu- 
ous run of nearly 14 hours on a dirt 
race track at Tanforan, Calif., just 
outside of San Francisco, according to 
word received by The Goldsmith-Beck- 


er company (distributor) in the At- 
lanta area. 

This record run, said Mr. Becker, 
was made by amateur drivers who are 
connected with the service department 
of Stanley W. Smith. the San Fran- 
cisco distributor for Hudson and Es- 
sex cars. The record was made under 
the supervision of newspapermen. 
Shortly after the test began, rain fell 
heavily, loosening the surface of the 
dirt track so as to interfere serious- 
ly with fast time. Writing of the run. 
one of the newspapermen who acted 
as an Official observer, said in part: 

“Tanforan track was chosen to 
make the test of speed and stamina 
because it was the only available 
place in northern California. The 
track was never designed for anything 
but horse racing and in the few at- 
tempts that have been made in the 
past to put motor ears over it at high 
speed, four lives have been lost on 
the wabanked sharp turns. In addi- 
tion to these handicaps, the track had 
lain in disuse for many months. It 
was overgrown with weeds, its sur- 
face rough and full of rain gullies. 

“Added to these difficulties, lower- 
ing clouds began to spill rain on the 
course at the outset and continued at 
intervals throughout the darkness. 
With no special equipment except 
shock absorbers and a spreadlight, the 
Essex battled these adverse condi- 
tions, hour after hour. Its sturdy 
motor never missed a beat during the 
long hours of the night. Lap after 
lap, it tore down the backstretch at 
top speed, ripping into the vicious 
curves at the ends, straighteaing out 
as it slithered through the mud and 
pounded over the wretched roadbed. 

“The super-performance of the mo- 
tor was eyualed by the courage shown 
by the men who drove—none of whom 
had ever driven a car on a race track 
before Several professional drivers, 
who were present, yefused to go on, 
declaring that no automobile built 
could keep up such a terrific pace ia 
view of all the obstacles, 

“Words can convey no adequate 
description of the punishment that the 
Essex car took in this long grind or 
the unfaltering courage of the men 
who kept on, hour after hour, in the 
face of obstacles which would daunt 
the most stout-hearted. Yet, at the 
finish, the motor was functioning so 
perfectly that the car was driven with 
four passengers, including myself as

Why does Wash- 
ington so often treat us like a step- 
child in legislative affairs? Or as if 
we had not grown up and our inter- 
ests were not as vital or important 
to national prosperity as those of the 
east? By blood and tradition, we 
are today the most truly American 
part of the United States, and yet the 
east cannot see or will not see that 
the farm relief issue will not 
until it has been settled on the basis 
of a squarer deal to the west. Our 
feeling out here is that the administra- 
tion is too much under the influence 
of ‘Big Business.’” Senator Capper 
expresses the liveliest gratification that 
President Coolidge has at length de- 
termined to follow Horace Greeley’s 
advice and “go west.”

ander Stephens?

That he would 
do this for the Daughters of the 
Confederacy without money and with- 
out price. His only regret was that 
he is unable to bear the entire ex- 
pense, but asked only for the marble

“Do you Know why he did it—not 
for you or me, but, I believe, solely 
on account of the friendship of those 
who had given him the place of hon- 
or in their home circle for the. many 
months and years in which he and 
they had planned to give the world 
its greatest masterpiece, the Stone 
Mountain memorial. 

“Well, Dr. Quillian has bought the 
huge piece of snowy Georgia marble 
and it has been shipped to the studio 
in San Antonio, Texas, where it will 
be carved. 

“The little secret about the little 
money had been secretly guarded by 
the little committee, byt one morning 
we were startled on opening the pa- 
per to find the matter written up in 
big type on thé first page. We 
had always been somewhat in doubt

fHE INTERNATIONAL AUTHORITY 


T the conclusion of my Bridge 
article which 


appeared on Sun- 

day last, I gave the 
following hand and 
urged my readers 
to play it before 
reading this article. 
South obtained the 
contract with one 
No Trump, and 
West’s original lead 
was the Six of Dia- 
monds. 


South 
> A-Q. 


With the six of Diamonds led, the 
Declarer can see that he has the ad- 
verse Suit thoroughly protected as he 
has three sure tricks in it; and he has 
strength in the other’ three suits, 
.length in two of them. It is insport- 
ant for him to obtain as many leads 
as possible from the Dummy toward 
his Closed Hand tenaces, i. e., he does 
not wish to lead Spades, Hearts or 
Clubs from the Closed Hand. Of 
course he could win the first Diamond 


trick in the Closed Hand and then, 
leading Diamonds from the Closed 
Hand, overtake in the Dummy and be 
left with the lead in the Dummy and 
with still one stopper in the adverse 
suit; but that might result unfor- 
tunately should two finesses go 
wrong, and it could not work more 
advantageously than the sounder 
plan of taking the first trick in the 
Dummy with the Ace. While it might 
seem a waste of power to let the King 
or the Queen fall under Dummy’s 
Ace, it would not be because De- 
clarer still would have two adverse 
stoppers in the suit. 

Leading to trick 2, the question is 
whether to select Clubs or Hearts. The 
strength of the Closed Hand (Ace- 
Queen-10) is the same in both suits, 
and the length in the Dummy is the 
same; but Clubs should be selected 
because the Closed Hand has one 
more Club. The Deuce of _Clubs 
should be led to trick 2 from Dum- 
my. As will be remembered, I stat- 
ed last week that the double finesse 
(i. e., the finesse wifh Ace-Queen- 
10) should be negotiated as follows: 
With nine cards of the suit in.the two 
hands, the lead should be made from 
the other hand and the Queen played 
(the single finesse); with less than 
nine, the lead should be from. the 
other hand and the Ten played (the 
double finesse). As the Queen is to 
be played in this case, there could be 
no advantage in leading the Nine 
from the Dummy and every disad- 
vantage; the Nine is needed as an 
entry. Trick 2, Dummy leads Deuce 


of Clubs; East plays the Three of 
Clubs: South, the Queen of Clubs; 
and West, the Eight of Clubs. 

Trick 3, there being no finesse left 
for South in the Club suit, and no 
way to place Dummy in the lead if 
there were a finesse, South leads the 
Ace of Clubs which, as it happens, 
drops all the adverse Clubs. 

Trick 4. Declarer now has two 
Club entries in Dummy; he leads the 
Seven of Clubs from the Clos :d Hand 
and overtakes it- with the Nine of 
Clubs from the Dummy. Although 
this leaves two established Club tricks, 
the Declarer does not now continue 
the suit as he wishes to keep the Six 
for another Dummy entry. 


Trick 5, the Declarer leads the Two 


of Hearts from Dummy and takes the . 


double finesse as the combined hands 
hold less than nine Hearts; 1. e., the 
Ten of Hearts played on the. first 
Heart trick. The Hearts on trick 6 
would be as follows: North, Deuce of 
Hearts; East, Eight of Hearts; South, 
Ten of Hearts; West, Three of Hearts. 
With the Heart finesse successful, 
South now can unblock North’s Dia- 
mond safely by leading the high Dia- 
mond for trick 7, on which Dummy 
would play the Four. 

Trick 8, South would lead the Five 
of Clubs, winning with the Six in 
Dummy. It might be safe now for 
Dummy to cash its good Jack of Dia- 
monds, but there is just a chance that 
West, with the King and Nine of 
Hearts remaining, has passed the first 
Heart finesse, appreciating that an- 
other would follow and trying to trap 


the Declarer into a premature un- 
block of the Diamonds. It is not like- , 
ly that the Diamond will ‘‘die,”’ and 
furthermore it is most probable that 
the Seven of Hearts will be an entry 
with which to cash it; so at trick 8, 
Dummy should lead the Four of 
Hearts, on which East would play the 
Jack, South the Queen and West the 
Nine. | 
Of course now all becomes easy. 
Trick 9, South wins with the Ten of 
Clubs, Dummy discarding the Ten of 
Spades. 

Trick 10, South wins with the Ace 
of Hearts, exhausting all the.Hearts 
except the one remaining in Dummy 
which, on trick 11, is a winner to 
take the Six led by South. 

Trick 12, Dummy leads the Jack 
of Diamonds, on which South dis- 
cards the Queen of Spades; and trick 
13 is won by the Declarer with the 
Ace of Spades, thus making a Grand 
Slam. 

The one thing that enables the De- 
clarer to manipulate this hand suc- 
cessfully is knowing how to finesse 
with a double tenace, which shows 
the importance of the advice given 
upon that subject last week. Re- 
member: with Ace-Queen-10 and 
nine cards of the suit, finesse the 
Queen—the single finesse; but with 
eight or less, take the double finesse 
by playing the Ten on the first lead 
unless the play of an honor by Lec- 
ond Hand should necessitate an alter- 
ation of the procedure and obviously 
simplify it.

They planned 
their crime down to the last detail, 
and it might never have been solved 
but for a pair of spectacles found near 
the body of the slain Bobby Franks. 
-.hey could not overcome this one un- 
lucky break. Had Loeb picked up his 
associate’s coat just a trifle more 
carefully—!! 

In contrast to such a case as the 
Franks murder, let us consider the 
murder of Aaron Graff, aged Green- 
wich Village money lender. It is a 
shining example of how mere luck 
may aid the murderer.

In the Graaf case, John Lugosy, 
the man the police—and everybody 
else, apparently—believed commit- 
ted the crime, left clews galore before 
and after the deed, yet by an extraor- 
dinarily lucky arrangement of cir- 
cumstances, the crime remained un- 
discovered, and the murderer escap- 
ed, never to be found. 

lugosy,.a man far below Leopold 
and Loeb in the scale of intelligence, 
seemed to bring the whole neighbor- 
hood into his,confidence while he was 
planning, as is helieved, to do away 
with Graff, yet he walked unsuspect- 
ed through the maze of clews to free- 
dom. 

And justice is still looking for him. 

Graaf many years ago was a 
prominent business man in Syracuse, 
Q. Y. In his time he had also been 
something of a figure in the theatrical 
world in that city, being in his 
younger days manager. of the Syra- 
cuse Grand Opera house. It is said 
he gave Lee and J. J. Shubert, the 
theatrical magnates, their first jobs as 
ushers. 

Dapper Old Gentleman. 

He dabbled in various ventures, 
usually in the specialty furniture line, 
and piled up a comfortable fortune. 
After coming to New York he enter- 
ed the specialty furniture and fur busi- 


ness, at the same time loaning money. 


to small business concerns and to in- 
dividuals. 
among his clients at least, as the Shy- 
lock of Greenwich Village. 

At the time of our story he was a 
dapper old gentleman of 72, who 
live” alone with his wife, Katherine, 
at 220 West 107th street, Manhattan. 

The details of the events leading 
up to his disappearance, August 1, 
1924, are necessarily sketchy because 
the three persons involved are either 
dead or missing. Graaf, certainly, is 
dead. Lugosy is missing. And the 
third man, Charles Raas, whose real 
name was Emil Rasmussen—is also 
missing, possibly dead. Possibly mur- 
dered. 

lugosy and Raas had a shop in the 
cellar at 172 Sixth avenue, and a 
workshop in the cellar at 81 West 
Twelfth street, which adjoined the 
other cellar. Lugosy was a carpenter, 
a dark, somber man of 37, always in 
debt. He had had troubles with his 
wife, Elsie, and the two had separat- 
ed two years before on account of the 
husband’s fondness for other women, 
but had come together again for the 
sake of their two young. children. 
They lived on the third floor of the 
Twelfth street house and served as 
the janitors. : 3 

Raas, a finisher and _ polisher, 
boarded in the same house. He also 
had had his domestic troubles, it de-

wife, Mrs. Holger Rasmussen, and 
three children, in September, 1923.

The two could hardly be regarded 
as high-class risks for a money lender, 
but Graaf, we may suppose, was used 
to dealing with men like Lugosy and 
Raas. Lugosy met Graff through a

Out of the meetings came a busi- 
ness relationship involving the three. 
Lugosy and Raas, it was decided, 
were to manufacture radio cabinets 
for Graaf, Lugosy to do the carpen- 
try work and Raas to do the finish- 
ing. <A large varnishing vat, made of 
galvanized iron, was uSed for dipping 
the cabinets in shellac. 

The vat was to be put to another 
use before long.

From all accounts, the deal rather 
went to Lugosy’s head, so much that 
he celebrated expensively and contin- 
ually spent more money than he 
made. He borrowed money from 
Graaf and from Raas, and came in 


a 


time to owe merchants all along the 
Express company, whose office was 
on the first floor of 81 West Twelfth 
Street. 

Proto said that Lugosy and Raas 
quarreled in May over some matter 
unknown to him, and that Raas came 
to the barber and asked if he could 
rent a small room in the rear of the 
barber shop. He said he wanted to 
set up trade by himself. Proto’s 
brother objected, however, and short- 
ly afterward Raas moved his tools-and 
equipment to 162 Sixth avenue. 

Patterson said that Lugosy had 
frequently vented his ill feeling, that 
he had said he would ‘‘get even” with 
Raas, and he also said, accefding to 
Patterson: 

“Til get mine!” 

Toward the end of May, 1924, 
Graaf and Raas both planned to leave 
town for a few days, Graaf to go to 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., where Mrs. Graaf’s 
family lived, while Raas had planned 
a trip to Maryland, evidently to visit 
a woman friend. They agreed, how- 
ever, that both should not be away 
from New York at the same time, so 
Raas remained. 

Then, quite suddenly, and 
gether mysteriously, Charles 
disappeared. 

He disappeared, so far as can be 
determined, on Decoration day, 1924. 
Where he went, nobody has ever 
been able to say. He has never been 
Seen since. Lugosy took possession 
of the man’s tools and things and In- 
formed those who questioned him 
that his partner had been spreading 
bad checks around and wouldn’t dare 
to return,

It developed later, after the second 
disappearance, that Lugosy had writ- 
ten Graaf in Wilkes-Barre that Raas 
had gone off on a drunk and hadn’t 
returned. 

Cementing the Floor. 


It was reported that Raas had 
cashed checks bearing the forged sig- 
nature of the money lender. Robert 
Karp, a hardware dealer, who had 
made the varnishing vat for Raas, 
Said later that he spoke to Lugosy 
about Raas’s disappearance. ‘‘If the 
police find Raas, they’ll surely send 
him away,” said Karp. 

“Oh, they’ll never find him,”’ said 
Lugosy. ‘‘Anyway, Graaf can afford 
to lose a couple of hundred dollars. 

At about this time lLugosy did 
some cementing of the floor of the 
cellar at 172 Sixth avenue. The por- 
tion of the floor had been of wood, 
and it might have seemed a rather 
unnecessarily expensive piece of work 
for a man who at the time owed two 
months’ rent. But this was to come 
out later. 

When Graaf returned from Wilkes- 
Barre he received a long distance call 
from a woman in Pocomoke, Md. 
She said her name was Moselle Grif- 
fin and wanted to know if Graaf had 
seen Raas. Graaf told her he didn’t 
know where he was, that according 
to reports the man had become intox- 
icated and hadn’t been seen since. 

Some weeks later Lugosy went into 
partnership in the manufacture of 
radio cabinets with William H. Kol- 
venbach, a radio dealer. Graaf or- 
dered 1,000 cabinets from the newly 
formed concern, but Lugosy worked 
only intermittently, and Kolvenbach 
was luckier, on the whole, than he 
might have thought at the time. 

And in the meanwhile the forces 
that were to destroy Aaron Graaf 
were slowly coming to a head. 

As we have said, the facts are not 
complete, but it is at least known that 
Lugosy owed Graaf money, that he 
couldn’t pay what he owed, that a 
note for $100 was due on August 1, 
and that Lugosy hada been making ef- 
forts to borrow more money without 
meeting the old note. Lugosy had 
complained to his wife about Graaf 
being a hard man, and his talks with 
Patterson in the express office indi- 
cated that he had a grudge against the 
money lender. 

Graff was a business man, how- 
ever, engaged in a difficult business, 
and probably knew that he couldn’t 
afford to be generous with a man like 
Lugosy. 

Graaf Left Alone. 

In July Mrs. Graaf went to Wilkes- 
Barre to visit her family, so that 
Graat was left alone. He wrote to 
his wife every day while they were 
separated. 

On the night of July 31 an occu- 
pant of the apartment house where 
Graaf lived heard him say over the 
telephone: ‘‘No, I won’t see you to- 
night. I’ll see you tomorrow.” 

Mrs. Edwards, who lived at 114 
West Twelfth street, said later that 
this must have been Lugosy, the el- 
derly man she had been talking with. 
She said that she had had an appoint- 
ment to meet Graaf. the following 
day, as she too owed a payment on 
a loan of $1,000. She said that Graaf 
had told her he was to meet Lugosy, 
too, and had asked her what she 
thought of the man. 

‘“‘He wants me to give back his old 
note for $100 before | give him a 
new loan,’ Graaf told her. 

Mrs. Edwards did not see Graaf 
the next day. 

Neither did Charles Prince, another 
client of the money lender, see Graaf 
the next day, though he, too, had had 
an appointment regarding a note. 

Graat left his home at about 10 
o’clock the morning of August 1. He 
had the three notes and some $800 in 
cash on his person. He stopped to 
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speak to the Superintendent, asking, 


the man if he thought he could reach 
12th street by 11 o’clock. 

Graaf did not return. 

But the disappearance went unno- 
ticed. After all, when a money lender 
fails to keep appointments with per-

sons who owe him money, one Can- 
not expect those persons to go seek- 
ing him out— it isn’t human nature. 
And there was no one in the’ Graaf 
home to miss him. His wife was in 
Wilkes-Barre. 
Several days passed. 
Plaster and Tar. 


On one of these days John Lugosy 
visited the Karp hardware store and 
made some purchases. He exhibited 
a large roll of bills and bought fifty 
pounds of plaster of paris and some 
tar. Karp asked him about some 
money he owed and Lugosy paid $15 
on account. 

Fifty pounds of plaster and some 
eee 
Mrs. Graaf in the meanwhile had 
not heard from her husband. After 
Several days she called up the apart- 
ment house and spoke to the super- 
intendent. The superintendent had 
become alarmed himself, but he felt 
it would be unchivalrous, probably, to 
alarm Mrs. Graaf unnecessarily, so he 
said that Mr. Graaf was all right, that 
she would probably hear from him. 

But another day went by and Graaf 
did not return. Mrs. Graaf called 
again on the telephone from Wilkes- 
Barre. This time the superintendent 
told her the truth, that her husband 
had disappeared. She hurried back 
to New York on August 5 and in- 
formed the police that her husband 
was missing. 

Several more days passed.  Pat- 
terson, manager of the express office 
at 81 West Twelfth street, complain- 
ed to Lugosy about the smell issuing 
from the cellar. He said he thought 
the man ought to clean up the place 
and scatter some disinfectant. Lugosy 
said the smell had been caused by a 
couple of dead rats and. that he had 
got rid of them. 

But if Lugosy did anything, it fail- 
ed to relieve the condition. The 
odor, in fact, grew worse. Paiterson 
complained to tenants and two men 
were hired to clean out the cellar. 
The men must have noticed the var- 
nishing vat, in plain view of the front 
of the cellar under the street grating. 
But they paid no attention to it. 


Did Not Know. 


When Lugosy learned later from 
Patterson that men had been at work 
in the cellar, he turned pale and went 
upstairs. 

That was August 9. His wife said 
-later that he put on his best blue suit 
and straw hat, told her that he was 
going to collect some bills, and left 
the house. 

And there, dear reader, 
quarry.

goes our 


and disappeared, one of the luckiest 
murder suspects that ever eluded jus- 
tice. He was able to do this purely 
because of a most fortunate set of 
circumstances—probably the most 
important of which is the fact*that 
the disappearance of Aaron Graff did 
not become public until more than 
two weeks after he was last seen 
alive. 

If Patterson, for instance, had 
known that Graaf had disappeared, 
it is possible that he‘ might have got 
word to the police in time. But Pat- 
terson did not know. So far as the 
neighbors on Twelfth street and along 
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Captain of Detectives William Fun- 
ston, who narrowly escaped death as 
he sat beside Kid Dropper in that 
sensational murder, took charge of 
the case, assisted by Detectives Don- 
ohue and Martin, two of the best men 
in the department. They examined 
the cellar on Twelfth street carefully 
and noticed the sealed vat under the 
grating. Crowds gathered to watch 
the progress of the search. 

Yielded to Pressure. 

But it was August 22 before Cap- 
tain Funston, as a matter of routine, 
happened to punch the top of the tin 
box. 
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Crowd outside 81 West 12th st., where body of Graaf was discovered. 


Sixth avenue were concerned nothing 
unusual had happened. 


Mrs. Lugosy did not inform the po- 
lice of her husband’s disappearance 
until August 12, three days after he 
had walked out. She said that on the 
night he left, she dreamed that she 
stood in a graveyard and that.a fig- 
ure appeared before her and pointed 
to an open grave. 

“That grave is for your husband,” 
said the specter. 

This convinced her, she said, that 
her husband was dead. 

Patterson, still dogged by that odor 
issuing from the grating, finally ap- 
pealed to the police and detectives 
came to investigate. They had look- 
ed into the cellars at 172 and 162 
Sixth avenue in their search for 
Graaf, but the cellar at 81 West 
Twelfth still kept its secret. 


John Lugosy 


By now the disconnected story of 
Graaf and Lugosy had begun to take 
shape. The detectives learned all the 
suspicious circumstances linking the 
disappearance of the money lender 
with the~subsequent disappearance of 
Lugosy. A tenant, for insiance, had 


seen the two together the morning of 
August 1. 


It was decided that Graaf 
had been murdered and that Lugosy 
had murdered him. 


To his surprise it yielded to pres- 
sure. } 

First there was a layer of tar, then 
a layer of plaster of paris, then a 
layer of corrugated paper and under- 
neath that a quilt. 

And underneath the quilt was the 
body of Aaron Graaf. 

The legs had been rudely dismem- 
bered near the hips. A rope had been 
twisted tightly around the man’s neck. 
Mrs. Graaf identified the body trom 
a swelling on the second finger of the 
right hand, and from a scar on the 
big toe of the right foot. 

The murderer had attempted to 
seal the vat so completely that the 
odor of the decomposing body would 
not escape. He evidently had forgot- 


Only Here Could It 
Have Happened 


Murderers seldom have the 
good fortune of the killer of 
Aaron Graaf. If the aged money 
lender had lived in a country 
town his disappearance would 
have been known probably with- 
in a few hours. But the Graff 
case happened in the heart of 
New York, where men may live 
and die and no one know the 
difference. The only interested 
party was the man’s wife and 
she happened to be away. Many 
days passed before justice even 
knew Graaf had been murdered. 


ten that there was a stop-cock for 
draining off the contents in the hbot- 
tom of the box. Either through this 
vat or some small leak in the vat the 
odor escaped. 

A mistake—but this was a case 
where the murderer might make mis- 
takes and still survive. 

Near the box in the cellar was a 
large saw to the uneven edge of 
which clung a few strands of hair. 

The ashes in.the furnace showed 
that some articles of clothing had 
been burned. And among the piles of 
rubbish in the cellar the detectives 
found letters from women to Raas 
and to Lugosy as well as the unsign- 
ed renewal of Lugosy’s note. 

So—here was the body, found at 
last, and here was the man to be 
brought to justice for the deed. . That 
is to say, here, was his identity. The 
man himself remained at large. The 
search extended over the country and 
to other foreign countries. Vessels 
leaving New York were watched. Re- 
ports came in from time to time that 
lugosy had been seen in various 
places. | 

But justice never got near him. 
Despite a wealth of clews, despite an 
overwhelming array of incriminating 
actions and events before and aiter 
the disappearance of Graaf, the man 
eluded the police as completely as 
though he had committed a_ perfect 
crime. 

Justice was never able to make any 
headway in the face of this man’s ex- 
traordinary luck.

URIAL services for the Emperor 

of Japan, the one hundred and 
twenty-third.of. his family to rule over 
the nation, revéal anew the age of 
Japanese civilization.

New to Us; Old in Orient. 

‘Japanese art has been well-known 
to the occident for slightly more than 
a century. But Japan has practiced 
its distinctive art style since the sev- 
enth century, when her art was great- 
ly influenced by Chinese styles which 
came in through Korea. 

“Japanese art has developed under 
a special crimate and geography,” 
continues Mr. Murayama in his com- 
munication. ‘‘The Islands of Japan 
are of volcanic origin and the topog- 
raphy is that of a volcanic region. 
There are deep, ragged valleys. The 


high mountains are cut by ravines dot- 
ted with pines. Everywhere nature 
has emphasized lines and silhouettes 
so familiar in Japanese prints. 

“Japan has a climate that is exces- 
sively humid. No part of the land 
is far from the sea and therefore mist 
and fog and clouds are a_ constant 
phenomena. Humidity softens all the 
colors. All of these geographic in- 
fluences have influenced Japanese 
artists and have affected the particu- 
lar styles, which they have worked 
out, 

“Then there is one other condi- 
tion which has affected the deveiop- 
ment of Japanese art and which it is 
easy to recognize in many Japanese 
paintings. Japan is often called the 
Park of the Orient. Everywhere in 
Japan are scenes in which nature ts 
not wild, but tamed and well ordered. 
The beauty is so nearly perfect as to 
appear artificial. The coast line, for 
example is very irregular, providing 
picturesque coves, cosy and neat, in- 
stead of dull, long, sandy shores.

The author sets forth in the first 
chapter the scientific knowledge that 
has made necessary the readjustment 
in our religious thinking. Light from 
the sun, traveling at the rate of 186,- 
OOO miles per second reaches us in 
about eight minutes. Light from 
Alpha Centauri needs four years. 
The Harvard observatory reports the 
recent discovery of another universe 
so far distant that these first fixed 
Stars are close neighbors. Light from 
the new universe has apparently been 
on its way for something like a mil- 
lion years. Beyond this there may 
be more distant universes waiting to 
be discovered. 

The same sort of changed concep- 
tion belongs not only to space but 
also to time. How old is this earth 
on which we find ourselves? 


Some three centuries ago Dr. John 
Lightfoot made his famous announce- 
ment: ‘‘Heaven and earth, center and 
circumference, were created all to- 
gether in the same instant of time. 
This work took place and man was 
created by the Trinity on October 
23d, 404 B. C., at about nine o’clock 


in the morning.”? But scientific in- 
vestigation has carried our definite 
historical records back to about 5000 
B. C. There has been unearthed in 
Mesopotamia traces of civilization 
that reach back to 7000 B. C., or 
possibly earlier. Before that time, 
there seems to have been a period of 
from 25,000 to 50,000 years during 
which human. beings something like 
Ourselves existed on the earth. The 
present estimates as to the age of the 
earth ranges all the way from 400,- 
000 to 1,600,000,000 years. 


The ultimate mysteries, space, 
time,. matter, and life are all baf- 
fling. We see the facts, but cannot 
see into the facts. It must be kept 
in mind that this changed conception 
requires a God as truly as the tradi- 
tional idea. 

Would you say that a finely built 
and fully equipped house could 
emerge there as the result of a distant 
lumber yard, a succession of gales, 
and the ruthless elimination of every 
timber and bit of trim blown against 
the building but not fitting into 
place? Would you say that such a 
house might appear by sheer chance 
—even if the wind blew steadily for 
millions of years from the lumber 
yard toward the vacant lot? 


As we turn to the vast and ever- 
growing universe in which we find 
ourselves, we see there too evidences 
of orderliness and emerging structure. 
Life does not develop in haphazard 
and incoherent ways. Rather it 
moves along particular paths and 
heads towards well-defined goals. His- 
tory is not the. record of a meaning- 
less succession of unrélated events, 
but the story of an unfolding and 
consistent purpose.

Wherever a_ conflict 
arose in which the forces of righteous- 
ness were arrayed on one side against 
the forces of evil on the other, there 
he was always to be found—where 
the fight was the thickest and the 
deepest wounds were inflicted. 


It is doubtful if any book of Meth- 
Odist biography published in recent 
years reproduces so accurately and 
portrays so vividly the life and work 
of an itinerant Methodist preacher 
and circuit rider of from fifty to a 
hundred years ago as does this inter- 
esting volume. 

This itinerant preacher did not 
Seek nor desire places of preferment. 
He did not want to be presiding elder. 
The author adds: ‘‘Greater love can 
no man show for wife and children 
than refusing the presiding  elder- 
ship.’” However, we must have some 
who are willing to make the great 
sacrifice. John Tillett, however, was 
willing to make a sacrifice as regards 
money. Through an active ministry 
of forty-six years, he never received 
more than twelve hundred dollars a 
year, and not that much except in a 
few rare instances. The church does 
not appreciate the debt which it owes 
to stalwart men of this type. Dr. 
Plyler truly says: ‘‘North Carolina 
shall ever be debtor to this match- 
less circuit rider and universal meth- 
odism shall continue to be blessed 
through the gift of his son, Dean Wil- 
bur T. Tillett, of Vandervilt univer- 
sity, for more than forty years.the in- 
Structor of young gospel ministers 
who now grace that high calling in 
every part of the earth.”’

OW we come to a sort of monument 
which we all take for granted but 
which has played an extraordinary 
and very important role in the- his- 
tory of architecture and therefore 
in the history of the human race.

Towers are of comparatively recent 

We have found traces of fortifica- 
tions made by our pre-historic ancestors and 
we know they built themselves walls and 
houses and were familiar with structures that 
contained more than one story. _ But towers, 
so it seems, are only fifty centuries old. H 
was then that the first big cities were built. 
It was to the advantage of the inhabitants 
to know what their enemies were doing—to 
safeguard themselves against sudden attack 
and to study the operation of hostile armies. 


For.2alf such purposes towers were 
found to be exceedingly useful. But more 
than that—the tower through its elevation 
gave one a wonderful chance to powr heavy 
Stones and molten lead upon the aggressors 
and in those happy days before the inven- 
tion of gun powder the occupants of a second 
or third story were entirely safe once they 
had destroyed the stairs that led up to their 
own story and unless forced out by smoke 
or hunger could withstand a siege that often 
lasted for weeks, 


The tower, however, which I am show- 
ing you here is a very strange monument 
for we know nothing about its origin. It is 
a so-called ‘‘round tower” that stands on a 


- hill top on one of the rocky islands north 
“of Scotland. 


It looks for all the world like 
similar towers that are found in the island 
of Sicily and along the northern coast of 
Africa. We do not know who built them 
and we do not know whether they were used 
as harbors of refuge or as lighthouses or as 
storage rooms for grain. But that makes 
them none the less interesting. 

There they stand and the names of 
those who built them long before our an- 
cestors had left the wilds of central Europe 
are forgotten and unknown. They have 
been constructed with such care that once 
upon a time they must have meant something 
to a lot of people. Today they are a 
nuisance—a neglected heap of stones—thé 
farmer on whose land they stand wishes 
he could get rid of them. 

And the question.arises (but you need 
not answer it) what will have become of 
our own Washington monument three thou- 
sand years hence?
